Qualifications : 

A renowned numismatist with wide interests. ANA Of ficial , Board 1922-23. Helped plan the 
1939 and 1952 ANA conventions. Exhibited his fabulous collection at numerous others. He 
was Secretary of the N.Y. Numismatic Club for many years and President 1916-17. He was a 
benefactor of the ANA 1956. He appraised the famous E.H.R. Green collection and though 
he was never considered a professional numismatist per se, he assisted other dealers liqui- 
date several large numismatic estates, and bought and sold several collections so that he 
might acquire scarce and rare coins for his own collection. This personal collection when 
sold by Kosoff was known as "The World's Greatest Collection," a title befitting its 
magnitude.

Victor Do Brenner New York, N.Y, ANA 841 (1906) 

(1871-1924) 

Qualif ications : 

He is one of the most notable names among modern coin designers. His design of the Lincoln 
Cent was the first of our regular coinage bearing recognizable portraits of great Americans. 
This alone should be cause enough for his consideration in the Numismatic Hall of Fame, but 
in addition to this, Victor D. Brenner did, as a member of the New York Numismatic Club, 
contribute his talents to the design of the club's insignia, official medal, and it is be- 
lieved he contributed his time and effort toward the design of some early ANA medals as well

Mrs. Agnes Baldwin Brett r New York, N.Y. ANA 1196 (1908); Fellow Ameri 

(1876-1955) can Numismatic Soc; Royal Num- 

ismatic Society; Honorary 

Qualifications: Societe' Royale de Numisma- 

tique de Belgique. 

Miss Baldwin became Curator of the ANS in 1910. As Mrs. Brett, she became associate curator 
and held the office for the most of her life. She was Honorary Curator of Green coins at 
the Museum of Fine Arts, Boston, and cataloged its Greek coins and Roman medallions. Her 
papers appeared in The Numismatist from 1911 to 20. Her outstanding works were: Electrum 

Coinage of Lampsakes; Silver Coins of Chios, 5th Century; Symbols on Greek and Roman Coins. 


For these and many other articles, she was awarded the Huntington medal in 1919 and 
The Royal Numismatic Society's medal in 1943. An internationally known numismatist, she 
was a careful researcher and her works represented the highest levels in scholarship.

Bullowa became interested in numismatics at the age of seventeen. One of his first numis 
matic. papers was written while he was still a student at Wisconsin University. He soon 
became a writer and attributor of note and authored many articles for The Numismatist and 
other publications. He wrote a monograph for ANA, "The Commemorative Coins of the U.S. 
and was Assistant Editor of The Numismatist in the early 1940's. He was National Coin Week 
Chairman twice, served on the 50 Year Index Committee and other important ANA committees. 

He was both a benefactor and a patron of the ANS. Bullowa was one of the most distinguished 
of the younger numismatists with keen knowledge which he willingly shared with others as 
a lecturer and scholar of numismatic knowledge. He brought dignity to coin dealers and 
was one of the first to call himself a professional numismatist.

Dunham was a renowned numismatist of the Chicago area. His American coins, containing 
numerous rarities, made numismatic history when sold in 1941 by B. Max Mehl. He was Hon- 
orary Curator of the Chicago Art Institute to which he donated his Greek, Roman and Japan- 
ese gold coins. He compiled quick finding lists for Encased Postage Stamps, Canadian, 

as well as Hard Time Tokens. The latter work was published in The Numismatist. He was 

Chairman of the ANA Board in 1909 and a Board member in 1915. Was well known for awarding 

prizes to members soliciting the most new ANA members yearly from 1911 to 1915. He was 
one of the six founders of the Chicago Numismatic Society and a leader in numismatic circles.

5. Walcott (S.W.) Freeman Newport, Arkansas ANA 3846 (1931) LM 366 

(1906-1967) Numerous regional groups 


Qual if icat ions : 

Advertising Manager of The Numismatist 1958-67. It was through the ingenuity of this 
dedicated numismatist that the renewal of the Federal Charter in 1962 became a reality. 

As Washington, D.C. representative, he helped steer through legislation that authorized 
striking of the 75th Anniversary ANA medal in 1966. His attribution of the U.S. Two Cent 
coin by die varieties is the standard work on the series. He also wrote other articles 
for The Numismatist.

Capt . John W. Haseltine Philadelphia, Pa. ANA 641 (1904) Honorary (1908) 

(1837-1925) 

Qualifications : 

Capt. John Haseltine, a veteran of the Civil War, was considered one of the forefathers of 
19th and 20th centuries numismatists. His diligent research brought to light the originals 
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of the Nova Const ellatio pattern silver "quint" and "mark" both unique, the Washington Head 
New Jersey patterns, and patterns for the Confederate Cent. He spoke on finding the above 
at the ANA 1908 convention. He was noted as the author of "Haseltine' s Type Tables which 
gave die varieties on U.S. silver coins. Research and attributions made this book a lead- 
ing work for many years. Haseltine was a long time dealer in Philadelphia and a tutor of 

the two Chapman brothers, Samuel H, and Henry. He spent most of his life as a scholar 

researcher and attributor of numismatics, although his accomplishments were not publicized 
as were others of his time, no doubt due to his modesty.

Joseph Hooper Port Hope, Canada & ANA Charter 25 (1891); After 

— Rochester, N.Y. reorg. #11; Honorary (1912); 

(1835-1910) Charter, Rochester Num. Assn. 

Qualifications : 

Hooper was one of Dr. Heath's small band who helped found the ANA and became its rst rice 
president. His likeness appears with Heath's and Jerrem's as the founding top officials 
on the obverse of the 75th Anniversary medal issued in 1966. The seal as originally drawn 
by Hooper constitutes the reverse. Hooper and Heath were the prime movers and sustainers 

of the association during its early years of existence. When it was reorgnized in 1898, 

Hooper became its 4th president 1898-1901. He was a prolific writer, contributing freely 
to The Numismatist, including "Hooper's Restrikes" which are reprinted to this day. His 
specialty was coins of English speaking people and his extensive collection of these, plus 
his Greek and Roman coins were placed in a museum. He was Honorary Chairman of the 1912 
Rochester convention and was made an Honorary ANA member at that time for his devoted 
services to the association and to numismatics.

William T. R, Marvin, L.H.D . Brookline, Mass. Honorary, 1907 

(1832-1913) 

Qualifications : 

Well educated, Doctor of Letters, William T. R. Marvin became an affiliate of his father's 
printing firm in the late 1850s. Near this time he became interested in numismatics and 
wrote many important articles for the American Journal of Numismatics. He was soon a 
staff writer and became its Editor in 1891. His work "Medals of the Masonic Fraternity," 
published serially in the A.J.N, and later printed in book form, was considered authora- 
tative on the subject. He was also responsible for much of the subject matter in Beet's 
"American Colonial Directory, Illustrated by Contemporary Medals." He authored "The 
Phipps-Albermarle Medals" and wrote several articles for The Numismatist, An outstanding 
numismatic scholar and authority on medals, he was an Honorary member of both the ANA and 
the ANS. Other affiliations included the Boston Numismatic Society, Numismatic and An- 
tiquarian Soc. of Philadelphia and the Sociate Royal de Numistique de Belgique, plus sev- 
eral other fraternal and social societies. His son-in-law, Howland Wood, later became a 
numismatic great, and received his early instructions from Mr. Marvin. 

Robert Wallace McLachlan Montreal, P.Q., Can. ANA 121 (1899) 9A8 (1908; Hon- 

(1845-1926) orary Antiq. & Num. Soc of 

Montreal (1864), Charter, 
British Num. Soc. 

Qual if icat ions : 

A noted Canadian numismatist, McLachlan was a world renowned numismatic scholar. His col- 
lection of 20,000 pieces contained complete Canadian, coins of all nations, and ancients. 

It was sold in 1922 to the Antiquarian & Numismatic Soc. of Montreal for $20,000, approxi- 
mately half of its actual value. It still remains an important part of the Society's 
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collection. He became a member of the editing staff of the Society’s Journal and wrote 
many articles for its pages. Starting in 1876 he toured the U.S. eastern seaboard, meet- 
ing collectors and visiting the mint. He then toured Europe to gain further numismatic 
knowledge. The American Journal of Numismatics published a series of his papers and many 
of them appeared in The Numismatist between 1911 and 1923. He was 2nd vice president of 
the ANA on two occasions, 1st vice president two terms, and was narrowly defeated for 
the presidency twice. He was very active at ANA conventions, usually as a lecturer. He 
was awarded the Royal Numismatic Society’s medal in 1926 for sixty years' contributions to 
Canadian numismatics, and was considered "Canada's Foremost Collector at time of his death. 


Newcomb served on the ANA board of governors for five terms 1912-16. He was a founding and 
Charter member of the California Coin Club, 1928. Contributed many articles on copper 
cents and silver coinage to The Numismatist between 1912 and 1933. A most dedicated numis- 
matist, he was an authority on Large Cents, and one of a group - Hines, Clapp and Wurtz- 


proudly possessed one of the largest collections of Large Cents in the finest grades ever 
assembled. He authored the following books which have been accepted as authoritative in 
the U.S. cent field. The United States Cents of the Years 1795-1796-1797 and 1800. The 
United States Cents of the Years 1801-1802-1803; and U.S. Copper Cents 1816-1857. 


A dedicated numismatic official who rose from ANAs 2nd vice president in 1949 to 13th 
president 1955-57. Panosh started a career of perpetuating organized numismatics as a 
Charter member and official of the San Diego Numismatic Association and the California 
Exonumist. Society. He was first Editor of Cal-Coin News (Bulletin). A natural leader, 
he was an official of TAMS, International Numismatists, and several ether regional and local 
groups. A numismatist of note, he had high ideals, fraternal spirit and a regard for his 
fellow numismatists. He was quite active in establishing the point system in judging ex- 
hibits. For his many outstanding accomplishments, he was awarded the CSNA Medal of Merit; 
the ANA Medal of Merit 1955; and its highest honor, the Farran Zerbe Award, 1965. 


Qualifications : 

Mister Phil was an active ANA member for over 50 years. Did much research on U.S. Currency 
and wrote many articles for numismatic and historical publications. Helped form and was 
first president of the Dallas Coin Club in 1928 carrying membership #1. Served on U.S. 
Assay Commission twice. Interest many, and was always willing to help new coin and 
currency collectors. Received Howland Wood Award, in 1953. Gave talks at coin clubs over 
the country. Only missed one ANA convention in his over 50 years of membership, and that 
was because he was hospitalized. ANA board of governors for ten consecutive years. Chair- 
man of ANA Finance and Auditing Committee for over 20 years. Received many awards from

J. Henri Ripstra Chicago, Illinois Reg. 939 (1907) LM 29 (1928) 

(1881-1961) Honorary 1944. 

Qualif ications : 

From the day Mr. Ripstra joined the ANA until the time of his death, his accomplishments 
and contributions to the ANA and organized numismatics kept multiplying. He was chairman 
of the 1933 Chicago Convention and served before and after that occasion on numerous other 
important committees. He served on the board of governors in 1933-35 and again from 1939-43. 
He became its 21st president in 1937, serving two terms ending in 1939. He was awarded 
an Honorary membership in 1944 for "outstanding contributions" to numismatics through his 
talents in the field of medallic art. 

He designed the final convention badge, the one with the chain of bars naming the conven- 
tion city and year. This and other ANA medals, including the medal awarded to those 
making the first 50 year index possible. He also produced many historic and commemorative 
medals for the early Chicago Num. Soc . and the present Chicago Coin Club. He was a charter 
member of the Chicago Coin Club and its 5th president. He was an organizer of the Iowa 
Numismatic Assn, and designed its seal. This noted artist, die-maker and sinker received 
his 25 year continuous membership medal in 1948 and the 50 year gold membership medal in 
1957. He received the Past President's gold medal when adopted in 1948. He was an expert 
on Lincoln history and had an extensive library and collected much memorabilia on the 16th 
president of the U.S.

John Walter Scott New York City ANA 461 (1903) 

(1845-1919) ' 

Qualifications : 

Scott was the original founder of the J. W. Scott Co. which sold out to Scott Stamp & Coin 
Co. in 1884. He later reorganized and published books, coin and stamp catalogs bearing 
his name. Perhaps not the first coin cacaloger, he was one of the pioneers in the field. 

His first such catalogs, "Coins of the World-Silver, Gold & Copper" appeared in 1893. 

His 1913 edition, "Coins of the World-Copper, Nickel, Brass, & Roman Imperial Bronze" 
has been reprinted more than once. A number of his articles appeared in early Numismatists. 
For his contributions to the field of philately, he was the third person enshrined in the 
Philatelic Hall of Fame.

Dr. Benjamin P. Wright f Buffalo & later Schnectady, NY ANA Original #64 (1892) 

(1857-1922) after reorg. #23 

Qualifications : 

Dr. Wright, a medical colleague of Heath's was the third person to join the ANA after 
Charter memberships were closed. He was one of Dr. Heath's small band who held the 
ANA together for several years of its early existence. He was Associate Editor of 
The Numismatist 1901-1902; 5th president 1902-04; and Chairman of the board 1905-07. 
He attributed and cataloged, "American Store and Business Cards," an important work 
because it separated 19th century tokens from those of the 20th. This work and many 
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others of his articles appeared in The Numismtist between 1898 and 1911. He made the 
first attempt to classify the Mark Penny. His chief interest in numismatics was tokens, 
or any item stamped on metal and worthy of being studied and preserved. He stands high 
on the list of pioneer token collectors.

Mehl was ANA District Representative for years and served on the board 1924-25. He attend- 
ed 43 ANA. conventions, taking an active part in all. His exhibits were usually quite 
special. He was known as the greatest numismatic advertiser of all times, using color 
comic newspaper ads and utilized radio. His ads ran continuous in The Numismatist from 
1903 until far after his death. He did more to bring out and popularize coin collecting 
by the general public than any other person, as the ANA stated in awarding him an Hon- 
orary membership in 1950. He ran his own publishing plant and issued many editions of 

the Star Coin Encyclopedia, a dollar catalog and asking prices of his coins for sale. 

This made him one of the best known dealers of all times. His famous mail bid sales of 

great collections kept his name tops with prominent collectors of his day. He issued 

Mehl ' s Monthly, 1908-18 and was a numismatic student and lecturer of real talent.
